CHATEAUBRIANI’S DUCKS. - 
Prancois-Anguste do Chateaubriand, the 
jlustribus author of the Genie dt Chris 
finnisme, the poet, statesman, diplomulist, 
soldier, aud Gravelly in the Old World and 
New, Wis one of the two or thrée human 
« beings whio, at the commencement-of-the 
ningteenth century, disputed with the Er 
peror Napoleon the attention of Europe. . 
Among the personal delineations of this 
celebrated man, ono of the most éharacteristia 
is that prosented by Alexunder Dumas, who 
shows him in bis old age, poor, self. exiled, 
and well-nigh forgotten by the world in 
whicl ho had played 60 great a part, The 
brilliant and eccentric author of Henry IIL. 
was travelling in Switzerland iu 1834, and 
on reaching Lucerne was informed that the 
\ hotel of Tho-Eagle had the honor of sheller- 
‘ing uo less a personage than one of his own 
literary idolh—the great, the famous, the im- 
posing M. do “Chateaubriund. Dumas dé- 
elared that genus in thisfortune was always 
dearer to him tham in its hours of greatest 
splendour, and the statement, seems to have 
‘een bonest, ‘He determined to call and pay 
his’ respects, to the great poet. He accord- 
ingly repairod to tho. hotel of Lhe Eaglo, 
asked for M. de Chatcaubriand, and was 
informed by the waiter in a matter-of-fact 
voice that M. de Chateaubriand was not 
then at the hotel, as he had “gone td feed 
his dueks." : 
At this; strange announcement Dumas 
stared. ‘“Ho.surpressed his curiosity, nevertbe- 
Jessy Toft his name and address, and duly re- 
eived on the next morning a polite note fram 
‘@p Chatoaubriand, inviting him to come and 
: reakfast with him at ten, 
Tho invitition was’ gladly accopied ; ‘not, 
“however, without a tremor’ of aie on, the 
part’ of the youthfal aythor, Even in old 
age, poverty, oxile, and forgotten by tho 
world, Chateaubriand was to him the imper. 
ronation of grandeur. “He trembled at the 
yory thought of wpproaching this “ mighty 
rock upou which; the wave of envy had in 
vain Loaten for fifty) years”—thia grand 
‘ goning “whose immense superiority woll 
uigh crushed him.” His demeanor, there- 
fore, he’ declares, when shown into Chateau. 
- driand's presenee,” must have “appeared 
excecdingly awkward.  Novertholess, the 
cordial courtesy of tho exile speedily restor- 
- ed his self:possession,. and :they proceeded 
to Ineakfagt, conversing meanwhile upon 
political affiizs, the news from France, and’
